Managua, Nicaragua, Oct. 21 (A.P.). 

Conditions in the northern part of 
Nicaragua are growing from banditry 
into a state of insurrection, say reports 
from government sources published in 
the local papers. 
, These reports agree with accounts 
given by American mining engineers 
who have been forced to leave that re- 
gion after many years passed there 
The rainy season, which is now in 
progress, has made the roads and trails 
leading into the region impassable, but 
it is expected that when the dry sea- 
son comes in December the Nicaraguan 
constabulary and American marine 
forces here will take the field and sub- 
due the insurrection and banditry. 


Rebel Bands Increase. 


Accounts of conditions in northwest 
Nicaragua published here ‘state that the 
number of bands .of so-called insur- 
rectos is increasing, the bands roaming 
about various sections under the 
leadership of the former liberal generals 
Sandino and Salgado, both of whom 
have engaged with constabulary and 
marine forces in recent months. 

The forces of these men are reported 
to hold virtually all of the department 
of Nueva Segovia, the northern two- 
thirds of the department of Esteli and 
also the western populous section of 
Jinotega. The cities of Esteli and 
Jinotega, hewever, have not fallen into 
their hands. This section of Nicaragua 
is only about 100 miles from Managua, 
the capital, but is almost inaccessible 
because of its lack of good roads. 

The American mining engineers 
driven out of the district are- quoted 
by the local press as saying that nine- 
tenths of the inhabitants of these do- 
partments, being Liberals, either are in 
favor of Gen. Sandino or are afraid of 
him. The itnsurrectos are living on the 
country and appear to have arms. 
Converted to Bolshevism. 

There are only a few conservatives in 
the district, most of them having fled 
There is one group of bandits led by 
Hernandez, a conservative, which is 
reported sacking and killing Liberal 
property owners near Dipilto, in the 
Dipilto Mountains, on the border be- 
tween Nicaragua and Honduras. Many 
of the Liberal property owners have 
fled to Honduras. 

The people, generally, in the affected 
areas, are reported to be helping fol- 
lowers of Gen. Sandino, giving them 
information which is withheld from

that Smith’s part in the proceedings 
had been practically limited to obtain- 
ing the Heald report for Fall, and the 


defense then sought to focus the spot- 
light on the thoroughness, reliability 
and character of the report that Heald 
had made. Littleton undertook the 
task of probing into this matter by 
cross-examination of Heald, but Rob- 
erts had shrewdly thrown an anchor to 
windward by stating: 

“If your honor please, may the record 
show that I do not offer this report 
as evidence of the facts therein set 
forth, but that I offer it solely to show 
what was drawn to Secretary Fall’s 
attention at the time.” 


Snowstorm Mentioned. 


Littleton’s mention of the snow- 
storm was the signal to Roberts to cut 


short further inquiry by the defense, 


as to what Heald saw or did at Teapot 
Dome. 

It appeared from Littleton’s questions 
that Heald spent only an hour on the 
Dome and that a snowstorm was raging 
at that time. As a Wyoming snowstorm 
buries the ground and would presum- 
ably make any geological examination 
of rock structures impossible, Littleton 
was extremely anxious to have the 
witness answer the question of whether 
there was a snowstorm during the single 
hour that he said he spent on the 
reserve. Heald did say he spent only 
an hour on the Dome, but Roberts 
entered the breach in time to prevent 
Heald from answering Littleton’s ques- 
tion about the snowstorm. Other 
questions by Littleton as to whether 
Heald had made a mistake by putting 
640 acres into the reserve which did 
not belong there, whether he had made 
any sort of geological investigation at 
all, were all blocked by Roberts’ ob- 
jections. 

The tactics of the defense were clear” 
to all by this time. If Fall was not 
satisfied with Heald’s report, found mis- 
takes in it and learned of the hour on 
the Dome and the snowstorm, accord- 
ing to the defense, there was ample 
justification for Fall’s relying on the 
reports of Dr. Bain, of the Bureau of 
Mines; A. W. Ambrose, Government 
petroleum expert, and other Govern- 
ment geologists rather than going back 
to get more data from Heald. Conse- 
quently, Littleton maintained, Fall’s 
failure to continue consulting Heald 
could not be regarded as an indication 
of bad faith or conspiracy on Fall’s 
part. 

Before Heald took the stand, William 
E. Leahy, of counsel for Fall, cross- 
examined Dr. Smith in order to empha- 


‘size the fact that the chief geologist 
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himself had not devoted attention to 
Teapot Dome or the drainage problem 
which had been turned over to Heald. 

When Heald took the stand he said, 
under direct examination, that he is 
at present employed by the Gulf Oil 
Co.; that he was directed to make a re- 
port.on Teapot Dome by Dr. Smith; 
that he made such a report, communi- 
cated it orally to Fall and made a 
written report, covering the same 
ground, to Dr. Smith. 


Cross-Examination Amuses, 


Littleton’s cross-examination; con- 
ducted by the genial lawyer with an 
ever-present smile, amused the spec- 
tators. Roberts appeared ready at any 
moment to put a stop to the questions, 
and it was only a question of when or 
how he would,do so. 

Every seat in the courtroom was 
taken and the proceedings had taken 
@ light, humorous vein which was a 
refreshing contrast from deep and in- 
volved legal arguments and the mo- 
notonous reading of exhibits. For the 
first time there was a majority of 
women spectators in the front rows on 
the right. E. W. Sinclair, brother of 
Harry F..Sinclair, was present for the 
first time. ,Mrs. Fall, who appears now 
fully recovered from her illness; Mrs. 
Harry F. Sinclair, Mrs. Phoebe Sinclair, 
Mrs. Chase and Mrs. Eliott, Mrs. Fall’s 
daughters, and Mrs. Hitt were at their 
accustomed places and shared in the 
general amusement.

Court Excuses Jury. 


The jury was excused before the noon 
recess, when the battle opened between 
Roberts and Littleton as to the ad- 
missability as evidence of Sinclair’s 
ceeeeny before the Senate commit- 

ee, 

Roberts desires to introduce parts of 
Sinclair’s sworn testimony of December 
4, 1923, and extracts irom Doheny’s 
testimony before the same committee. 
Two problems are presented to the 
court, the problem of admitting sworn 
testimony, and of admitting unsworn 
testimony but the legal battle yesterday 
raged about Sinclair’s swora statement. 
The defense contends that section 859 
of the revised statutes -learly covers 
the case. This section reads: 

“No testimony given by a witness be- 
fore either House, or before any com- 
mittee of either House of Congress, 
shall be used as evidence in any crim- 
inal p B against him in any 
court, except in a prosecution for per- 
jury committed in giving such testi- 
mony; but any official paper or record 
produced by him is not within the said 
privilege.” 

In the Fall-Doheny conspiracy trial 
last year, Roberts won the decision 
against the defense’s contention that 


present case, Sinclair was sworn. and 
there is no question that what he said 
was testimony, and that he was a wit- 
ness, 

Roberts Presents Argument. 


But Roberts sought to gain his point 
by forceful arguments along other 
lines. He maintained the immunity 
which the witness is entitled to under 
section 859 is the price which the Govr- 
ernment pays for obtaining self-in- 
criminating testimony of a witness and 
that the witness, in order to be as- 
sured of that immunity, must claim 
it before he testifies. 


“There must be claim of privilege,” 
said Roberts. “The reason is that the 
anticipatory legislative pardon or im- 
munity is not authorized absolutely, 
but only conditionally, upon, and in 
exchange for, the relinquishment of 
the privilege. The legislature did not 
intend to give something for nothing, 
i. e., to give immunity merely in ex- 
change for a testimonial disclosure 
which it could in any event have done 
by ordinary rules, or by the witness’ 
failure to insist on his privilege.” 

Roberts cited precedents and contin- 
ued his argument after the noon ad- 
journment. 


Littleton Disputes Contention. 


Littleton, in reply, said there was no 
reason why a witness should claim his 
privilege under section 859 when the 
Congress of the United States had al- 
ready claimed it for him. He said it 
was absurd to suppose that every wit- 
ness appearing before a committee of 
Congress must announce in advance 
that he claims his privilege against hav- 
ing his testimony used against him. 
Such a procedure was not the intent of 
the Congress, Littleton contended, and 
would defeat the purpose of the legis- 
lative enactments designed to en- 


courage free flow of information from 
witnesses, in the interest of legislation. 
Justice Siddons referred to this latter 
idea in his discussion of the matter, 
but reserved his decision, asking re- 
spective counsel to send him written 
citations, &c., and remarking that it 
was an important and difficult question 
to decide. 

The Government’s object in submit- 
ting extracts from Sinclair’s testimony 
as evidence in this case is to get before 
the jury the fact that Sinclair told the

regulated, repressed, stimulated or re- 
versed by minute amounts of certain 
definite compounds in the blood or 
food.

Self-Defense Against Hus- 
band May Be Claimed by 
Mrs. Ferguson. 


Mrs. Elizabeth Ferguson, who Wednes- 
day shot and critically wounded her 
17-year-old son Claude, following an 
argument with her husband at their 
home near Upper Marlboro, yesterday 
passed two hours in a Providence Hos- 
pital ward at the bedside of her boy. 

Mrs. Ferguson was in tears when she

What happened between mother and 
son during the hours she sat at his 
bedside hospital officials decline to re- 
veal.

Ferguson is said to have declared he 
and his son were ten feet apart when 
his wife, standing by a pump in a rear 
yard, raised the shotgun and fired. 
From statements made by the boy to 
county officers, States Attorney Frank 
Parran believes the son had thrown 
himself upon Ferguson to prevent a 
fight between his parents when the 
shot was fired. Claude has maintained 
at the hospital that the shooting was 
an accident.

The charges were made in testimony 
before the school board trying William 


McAndrew, suspended superintendent 
of schools, for insubordination. Mayor 
Thompson has accused the suspended 
superintendent of pro-British views 
and has charged he introduced pro- 
British history texts into the schools. 

Mr. Horrmann today outlined his 
plans. He is going to read the books 


and burn in Grant Park those he con- 
demns. Herrmann estimated there must 
be “thousands of propaganda books” 
in the library. No professional his- 
torians will be asked for any assist- 
ance, he said, adding that he would 
confer with other trustees on any books 
found “unfit for reading,” and possibly 
also with Mayor Thompson. 

The library, he said, is supported by 
public taxes and if books in it are 
undermining Americanism they should 
be destroyed. 

“What would be your attitude to- 
ward any book making George Wash- 
ington less a hero than he is painted 
in tradition?” he was asked. 

“Any book that makes less a hero 
of George Washington will be burned,” 
he replied emphatically. He added that 
the same wouldsprove true of any other * 
book dealing with the Nation’s heroes. 

Mr. Herrmann defined the “unfit 
books” as “anti-American texts or any- 
thing tearing down our old American 
heroes.” 

“A hundred years from now some 
one might be running down Gen. 
Pershing,” he said, “and if somebody. 
don’t stand up to defend him we 
would all turn over in our graves. If 
no one defends our heroes, why the 
country will go to pieces, that’s all. 

“I don’t know that any one is to 
blame for those books being there. 
There might be some people connected 
with the library that are sympathetic 
to this propaganda. I hope not, I 
think not—but there may be. If there 
are were going to find out about it.” 

Former Representative Gorman, who 
investigated the school history texts and 
who plans to take the witness chair 
again at the resumption of Superin- 
tendent McAndrew’s trial Monday, said:

Peasants of Roumania Are in 
Negotiation With the 
Prince, It Is Held.

HE AGREES TO A BREAK 
WITH MAGDA LUPESCU 


Will Enter Kingdom at Start 
of New Year, Radical 
Paper Asserts. 


Paris, Oct. 21 (A.P.).—L’Oeuvre, 
French radical newspaper, today says 
that delegates of the national peasant 
party of Roumania have negotiated 
with former Crown Prince Carol for his 
return to Roumania and his assump- 
tion of the throne. 

The possibility of Carol’s return, how- 
ever, is not regarded seriously in com- 
petent quarters here, as the latest re- 
liable advices from Bucharest say that 
by general consent the Carolist move- 
ment is nonexistent in Roumania. The 
leaders of the peasant pafty are said 
to admit frankly that they are not 
working for the former crown prince's 
return, as such activity is unnecessary 
since what they term the maladminis- 
tration of Premier Bratiano will event- 
ually bring about Carol’s. return. 
Therefore, the peasant party leaders 
are quoted as declaring they are quite 
rms to let things work themselves 
ou 

L’Oeuvre in an articles signed by 
Henry Barbe, foreign editor of the pa- 
per, says that the peasant party dele- 
gates laid down one condition—that 
Carol break with the titian-haired 
Magda Lupescu, with whom he eloped 
nearly two years ago, deserting his 

wife, Princess Helen. Carol accepted 
this condition, it is stated. 

To Reenter the Kingdom. 

Barbe says that Carol will enter his 
kingdom at the beginning of next year, 
and that the congress of the national 
peasant party to be held at Albaiulia, 
Roumania, October 27, will issue a pro- 
nouncement in favor of Carol’s return, 

Barbe adds that Premier Bratiano 
and his brother, Vintila, are so alarmed 
at the prospect of Carol’s return that 
they are doing all in their power to 
prevent the congress from meeting. 
They offered the Peasant party power 
and participation in the government 
with the Liberal party headed by the 
Bratianos. Lionel Bratiano agreed: to 
take the portifolio of foreign affairs on 
tw. conditions: First, no more talk of 
Carol; second, no interference with the 
present laws and the National Bank. 
This offer, Barbe sa-~, was ref-ised. 

Barbe also relates that Queen Marie 
wishes to come to Paris to see Carol, 
but Premier Bratano, fearing that she 
might betray him, exclaimed bluntly: 
“If you continue tc pester me with your 
family business I will proclaim a re- 
public.” 

Other rumors and surmises are con- 
tained in the papers of Paris. 

Le Journal says that Carol has broken 
with Mme. Lupescu. The reason given 
by that paper is that her memoirs now 
appearing in the American papers 
caused Carol intense annoyance. Mme. 
Lupescu formally denied that she was 
the author of the memoirs but Carol 
preferred to separate from her and did 
so last Tuesday, Le Journal says. 

On,the other hand the Paris edition 
of the New York Herald says a promi- 
nent member of the Roumanian colony 
in Paris declared he saw the fcrmer 
crown prince and Mme. Lupescu to- 
gether Wednesday.

CHINESE PIRATES: LAIR 
DESTROYED BY BRITISH 


Submarine Attacks and Burns 
Bias Bay Rendezvous, 
Near Hongkong. 


SHIP CREW IS RESCUED 


Hongkong, China, Oct. 21 (A.P.).— 
The war against the Pirates who prey 
on shipping along the Chinese coast 
has been carried into the pirates’ strong- 
hold at Bias Bay by a British subma- 
rine. 

After rescuing the crew of the steam- 
er Irene, captured by the pirates, the 


submarine turned ‘its attack on their 
shore rendezvous. Today flames swept 
the notorious pirates’ lair, 40 miles 
north of here, according to the Chinese 
Merchants Steam Navigation Co., own- 
ers of the seized steamer. The company 
said the submarine had attacked Bias 
Bay, setting it afire. 

Thrilling scenes were enacted during 
the rescue of the crew of the Irene by 
the submarine L-4. 

On Wednesday the Irene, en route 
from Shanghai to Amoy, was attacked 
by the pirates. Capt. Jahnsen, his sec- 
ond officer and the engineer were at 
breakfast when they appeared. The 
pirates shot the steward in the chest 
and overpowered the officers. The pas- 
sengers were robbed. 

After ordering the vessel to slow 
down, the pirates spent their time in 
gambling and eating. The Irene. reach- 
ed Bias Bay that evening. 

The submarine L-4, which was 
anchored near the shore, observed 
that the vessel was without lights and 
flashed a signal to it to halt. This 
was disregarded. The submarine then 
fired several shots across the Irene’s 
bow. 

The captain was on the bridge under 
guard. He rang for the engines to stop, 
but the pirates in the engineroom 
forced the engineer to cntinue. 

The submarine then dropped a ‘shell 
into the engineroom. The engine was 
disabled. A pirate who was about to 
shoot the engineer was killed. 

The crew of the Irene started ' to 
jump overboard and the submarine 
came alongside. 

The crew and passengers were res- 
cued with great difficulty because of 
the heavy seas.

ULTIMATUM IS MODIFIED 


Norman, Okla. Oct. 21 (A.P.).—A 
tempest, stirred up by University of 
Oklahoma students for liberalization of 
the rules governing “dating” and the 
use of automobiles, tonight apparently 
had simmered back into its teapot. 

The student body started a good- 
humored revolution after publication of 
university rules by the student news- 


paper and held a 45-minute meeting 
during schoolt hours today to ask more 
freedom.

~ BIRGER GINGSTER HANGED; 
ACCUSES HIS PROSECUTOR 


State’sAttorney Plotted Death 
of Price and Wife, Says 
Millich on Scaffold. 


DENIED BY OLD CHIEF 


Marion, Ill., Oct. 21 (A.P.).—Rado 
Millich, a Montenegrin, and former 
member of a band of southern Illinois 
gangsters, headed by the notorious 
Charles Birger, paid with his life on 
the gallows here today for the murder 


ot: Ward “Casey” Jones, a fellow gang- 
ster at Shady Rest, Birger’s cabin, near 
here on October 26, 1926. 

Millich, who was the first member 
of the Birger gang to pay the supreme 
penalty for a séries of murders and 
other crimes laid at Birger’s door in 
the last two years, went to his death 
stoutly maintaing that he killed Jones 
in self-defense and that he was 
“framed” by other Birger gangsters. He 
was executed at 10:05 a. m. Millich, 
when taken on the scaffold, read a 
prepared statement accusing State's 
Attorney Arlie Boswell, who prosecuted 
him, of having been the real leader 
of the Birger gang and having been 
responsible for plotting the deaths of 
State Highway Patrolman Lory L. Price 
and wife. The Price crime is now 
charged against Birger and his gangsters 
and confessed by Art Newman, a former 
Birger lieutenant. 

After reading this prepared state- 
ment, in which he admitted the kill- 
ing of Jones, but claimed self-defense, 
Millich made a few caustic remarks 
concerning the cletgymen on the jury 
that voted to hang him and who later 
tried to give him religious counsel. 

Millich fainted just before the trap 
was sprung by Sheriff Oren Coleman 
and had to be pushed back on the trap. 
He was declared dead at 10:19 a: m. 
There was a large crowd, including 
many women, on the street, but not 
more than 200 were admitted to the 
inclosure where the execution took 
place. 

Jones’ bullet-plerced body was found 
in a creek near Shawneetown in Galla- 
It was 
alleged that he was machine gunned to 
death by Millich, assisted by two other 
Birger gangsters, following a row in 
Birger’s cabin. 

Birger, now under a death sentence 
for the murder of Mayor Joe Adams, of 
West City, has appealed his conviction 
to the Supreme Court. 

State’s Attorney Boswell, after the 
execution, refused to comment on Mil- 
lich’s accusation. He said he would 
not reply to, or even deny, anything 
such a gangster would say. 

Benton, Ill., Oct. 21 (AP.).—~Charles 
Birger, under death sentence here for 
murder, declared today that “Rado 
don’t know what he is talking about,” 
when told of a statement made by 
Rado Millich in which the gangster 
implicated Arlie Boswell, State’s at- 
torney, in the murder of Lory Price, 
State highway patrolman. 

“Rado was in the penitentiary at the 
time most of the things he is talking 
about happened,” Birger said, “and all 
he knows is what some one in jail has 
told him. Millich killed one of my 
best friends when he killed Ward Jones, 
and I was plenty sore about it.” 


TAIL SPIN PREVENTED 
BY AUTOMATIC DEVICE 


Handley-Page Calls It the 
Biggest Step in Aviation 
Since. Wright Patents. 


Cricklewood, Eng., Oct. 21 (A.P.).— 
After eight years of research, F. Hand- 
ley-Page, noted airplane designer, has 
developed an automatic device which 


he claims will prevent planes from go- 
ing into an uncontrolled spin, the most 
fatal of all air hazards, which causes 
about 90 per cent of airplane accidents 

In Mr. Handley-Page’s opinion, the 
invention “is the biggest thing in avia- 
tion since those »atents of the Wright 
brothers in the infancy of flying.” 

The device, which was tried out at 
the airdrome here yesterday with com- 
plete success, in the opinion of Hand- 
ley-Page officials, consists of tiny 
curved surfaces or wings on the edge 
of the top planes. These tiny wings, 
when not operating, lie along the front 
of the main wing. If the machine stalls, 
the air pressure on the wings causes 
these front extension surfaces to move 
out automatically on metal projections, 
giving the necessary grip on the air 
and enabling the pilot to retain con- 
trol of his machine. 

During the tryout, the equipped 
plane moved at high cpeed and tken 
came almost to a halt in midair when 
the pilot “stalled” it. The tail of the 
machine dropped and the plane hung 
in the air stalled under lateral con- 
trol, dropped its nose slightly and then 
regained flying speed without going 
into a spin.

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VATICAN DISSATISFIED 
WITH REPLY BY FASGIOTI 


Rejection of Plan to Settle the 
Roman Question Is Called 
Needlessly Harsh. 


NEGOTIATIONS DROPPED 


Rome, Oct. 21 (A.P.).—Vatican diplo- 
macy is erideavoring not to show the 
effects produced by yesterday’s state- 
ment in the official Fascist organ, 
Foglio d’Ordini, regarding settlement 
of the “Roman question.” There are 
signs, however, to indicate that the 
Vatican’s dissatisfaction is not so much 
over the substance as the form adopted 
in reply to the advances made by the 
Holy See through leading articles pub- 


lished in the Osservatore Romano, the 
official Vatican organ. It is maintained 
by some that these were prepared by 
Cardinal Gasparri, papal secretary of 
state, under the en of the 
Pontiff. 

Foglio d’Ordini, in the article in 
question, described as “outside of dis- 
cussion” the proposal for the creation 
of an independent church state. The 
Vatican believes that the Fascist or- 
gan was unnecessarily harsh in its 
opposition and that the bitter pill 
might have been sugarcoated, espe- 
cially on Foglio d’Ordini’s contention 
that the suggestion of reestablishment 
of the temporal power, even in the 
slightest degree, be summarily re- 
jected. 

This caused surprise and regret at 
the Vatican, in view of the cordial tone 
employed thus far in the discussions 
affecting the relations of church and 
state. It was the cordial nature of 
these discussions, it is remarked, that 
encouraged the Holy See to make the 
advances contained in the Osservatore 
Romano’s articles, Vatican officials 
feel that they were entitled by the pre- 
vious attitud> of the Italian govern- 
ment to a better reception than that 
accorded their suggestions. 

The last part of the statement of 
the Fascist newspaper is considered 
more encouraging, since it contained 
an explicit affirmation that there was 
a possibility of solving the Roman 
question, but, say officials, it can not 
destroy the unfavorable impression 
through the preceding pronouncement, 
so that for the present there appears 
little chance for resumption of the 
negotiations.

Walsenburg, Colo., Oct. 21 (A.P.).— 
Huerfano jail bulged tonight with 
members of the Industrial Workers of 
the World arrested today while they 
picketed mines in the southern Colo- 
rado coal strike area in defiance of of- 
ficial warnings of peace officers. More 
than a hundred pickets were arrested 
in Huerfano and Las Animas Counties. 

To the lusty strains of “Solidarity,” 
an I. W. W. song, a large group of pick- 
ets, taken into custody as they sought 
to persuade men working the mines to 
join the strike, marched into the 
county court room here and were re- 
manded to jail. Among 56 arrested 
near here were 15 women, who were re- 
leased. 

Paul Siedler, organizer in charge of

the pickets. 

Women sympathizers of the strikers 
grouped themselves into committees 
“to be up at 4:30 in the morning and 
go on picket.” They also planned to 
call on the wives of strikers who have 
not answered the picket call, which 
State officials contend violates a State 
law.

Pantheon Begun, Where the 
Cerebral Tissues Will Be ~ 
Tagged and Studied. 


TOLSTOY FAMILY OBJECTS ... 


Leningrad, Oct. 21 (@.P.).—Death * 
will not bring privacy and peace to the 
brains of the 
Russia, if their kinsmen submit to a 
plan approved by the Soviet govern- 
ment. 

The plan, already partly in operation, 
calls for the establishment of a 
“Brain Pantheon,’ where the cerebral 
tissue of deceased celebrities will be 


kept in glass bowls attached to which ~’ 


will be gold plates telling whose brain 
is inside and what its peculiarities are, 
Before the brains are so displayed, 
however, they will be dissected, micro- . 
scopically examined and their characte | 
teristics tabulated in the hope that... 
they thus may continue to serve hu- 
manity after death. 

The “Brain Pantheon” is the idea 
of Prof. Viadimir Bechterev, psychia- 
trist and hypnotist, who told the Asso- _- 
ciated Press that the brains of three -. 
Russian celebrities already are in his 
care and that Feodor Chaliapin has 
willed his brain to the new institution, 
the first of its kind. But already rela- 
tives of one dead celebrity have ob- ,. 
jected to this plan. Kinsmen of Count 
Tolstoy refused to allow the brain of 
that noted writer to be placed in the 
Pantheon. Prof. Bechterev said he 
hoped to overcome such objections - 
through kindly persuasion. 

The brains of Anton Rubenstein, 
famous pianist and composer, who died 
in 1894; Dmitri Mendeleef, naturalist 
and chemist, whose works on periodic 
law brought him world fame before 
his death in 1907, and Alexander 
Dohni, writer, jurist and ranking mem- 
ber of the Academy of Science, who 
died last September, form the nucleus 
of the pantheon, which, already in 
actual operation, will be inaugurated 
by the government November 7 in 
connection with the celebration of the 
tenth anniversary of the revolution. 

“It is logical that society do all in 
its power to cultivate genius,” said 
Prof. Bechterev, “and it should deter- 
mine the existence of talent early in 
youth, direct its development and thus 
minimize loss through misdirection 
and premature atrophy. What deter- 
mines genius is a great question, 
answerable only through long and 
painstaking scientific research. Why, 
then, do we have purely sentimental 
pantheons, like those in most coun- 
tries, where brain tissue of immortals 
goes to waste? Why give brains like 
Tolstoy’s to the worms? 

“There are a few things about the ' 
brain already known, but thése are 
the mere vague beginnings. We know 
the brain’s weight determines nothing. 
The development of particular curves 
seems all-important. Great orators’ 
brains show unusual development in 
the rear part of the left forehead 
curve. Painters’ show development 
in the rear regions controlling the 
sight. 
ment in the central brain regions.”

might disclose the mysterious source ~ 
of talent and genius, one of the aims 
of the “brain pantheon.”

END WAVE OF CRIME 


Board of Trade Committee to 
Await Crime Commission 
Session Next Month. 


Alarmed at the increase of crime in 
Washington, a modified version of the 
Baumes law, now in operation in New 
York, and an increase in the maximum 
and minimum penalties for felonies, 
and speeding of court trials, as well as 
an increase in the detective force was 
} proposed yesterday at a meeting of the 
committee on public order of the 
Washington: Board of Trade at the 
Raleigh Hotel. 

The recommendations were sub- 
mitted by a special committee headed 
by William Callahan, but final action 
was held over until the meeting of the 
National Crime Commission here No- 
vember 1, when it is expected the 
author of the Baumes law will be pres- 
ent and more detailed information may 
be obtained about the operation of the 
law. 

Vagrancy Law Urged. 

Sentiment among those present was 
to the effect that more severe penalties 
should be imposed to break up the 
wave of vandalism of fixtures in vacant 
houses, holdups on the road, and chain 
store robberies. Among those who 
spoke favorably on the recommenda- 
tions were Joseph A. Burkhart, vice 
chairman of the committee and presi- 
dent of the District Bar Association; 
Mr. Callahan, Walter A. Johnston, F. 
W. A. Somers and W. J. LaVarre, vice 
president of the National Surety Co. 

During the discussion, Maj. Edwin B. 
Hesse, a guest at the luncheon, urged 
the committee to support the proposed 
vagrancy law for the Capital, which is 
to be introduced at the coming session 
of Congress. He declared that the de- 
lay in the local courts was the fault 
of Congress, as there was not sufficient 
legal machinery to try cases. 

Frank Sebring, clerk of the Police 
Court, declared that crime has increas- 
ed, and attributed it to prohibition, 
and favored the new vagrancy law, 
which will have a deterrent effect on 
criminals. 

Mr. Burkhart urged proper education 
of the future generation in the refine- 
ments and decencies of life as a means 
to minimize offenses, and cited the 
Boys Club and Boy Scouts as examples.

Viscount Delivers First of His 
Series of Addresses to 
British Union. 


London, Oct. 21 (A.P.).— Viscount 
Cecil, who recently resigned from the 
Baldwin cabinet in disagreement with 
its disarmament policy, today launched 
a personal speaking campaign in the 


cause of disarmament, making the first 
of a half dozen addresses which he will 
deliver before Christmas. , 

Speaking at. a special meeting of the 
British League of Nations Union at 
Caxton Hall, Viscount Cecil declared 
that the object of his resignation from 
the cabinet, an act which shook the 
British political world, was to have 
greater freedom to press upon his fel- 
low countrymen the urgency of disarm- 
ament, without which, he said, there 
could be no hope of an enduring peace 
in Europe. 

“Do not let us forget that out of 
every pound of taxation we pay 14 
shillings are due to past wars or prepa- 
ration for future wars,” he said. “Thi 
is a terrible burden, far greater than 
any other country in the world is bear- 
ing at present.” : 

Viscount Cecil said that Great Britain 
must reduce the cost of her fighting 
services, but added that she could not 
do so to any great extent unless other 
countries do the same,

He has thrown overboard the 
troublesome equalization fee as the root of all 
evil. In its place he would arrange for a direct 
Government appropriation to buy up surplus 
crops. It might cost as little as $300,000,000 
to put this scheme in operation or as much as 
$2,000,000,000, dependent upon the amount 
of the surplus of all crops, since the Iowa sen 
ator will not limit the benefits of his bill to 
the six staple commodities that were to be cov- 
ered in the McNary-Haugen plan.

PREPARE FOR CHRISTMAS. 


Because Christmas Day in the year of grdce 
1927 will fall on a Sunday and will ‘be cele- 
brated on ‘“‘boxing’”’ day, or December 26, the 
Postoffice Department has started the “Shop 
Early, Mail Early’ campaign six weeks earlier 
than usual. 

Notices have been sent to all the postofiices 
in which carriers are employed ‘that -those 
hard-worked employes. will be requiped to 
‘devote half the day on Monday to their regu- 
lar duties. This is considered necessary owing 
to the probability that there will be an enor- 
mous accumulation of packages and greeting 
cards between the closing hour of Saturday 
and the regular work of Tuesday, unless the 
appeal for early mailing of holiday packages 
is heeded. 

Because most givers desire that their gifts 
shall ‘‘not be opened until Christmas,’ the 
disposition among the great body of senders 
ids to defer until the latest moment the mailing 
of their gifts. Resultant delays are inevit- 
able. 

“Early mailing is the solution of the prob- 
lem,” according to the statement of Assistant 
Postmaster General Bartlett. He advises all 
postmasters to ‘‘begin your campaign now and 
continue it until the last days before Christmzs. 
Utilize every available medium of publicity, 
dncluding newspapers, the radio, business and 
civic organizations, schools, ministers.”

Yet $18,000,000 is a lot 
of money, and before the payment is made it 
might be well to examine the record in the 
hope that an adjustment may be made.

DECENTRALIZING INDUSTRY. 


Why do people reared on the farm leave the 
benefits and advantages of rural life to take up 
their residence in crowded and squalid urban 
surroundings? Why is one State counted poor 
while its neighbor, with physical characteristics 
in no way superior, is wealthy? Why can one 
county afford an annual per child expenditure 
of $20 for school maintenance, whereas the 
next can grant for this purpose but $2. Dr. H. 
A. Morgan, president of the University of Ten- 
nessee, believes that unequal distribution of 
industry is largely responsible for these condi- 
tions and that the remedy lies in industrial 
decentralization. 

Decentralization of industry, he explains, 
does not mean that existing industrial plants 
must be closed down or existing industries 
shifted from one section to another. Over- 
industrialized sections should keep their pres- 
ent industries, but should bring their agricul- 
ture up to the balance point. Future industrial 
expansion should permeate the overagricul- 
turized sections which today are suffering for 
lack of industries. 

Dr. Morgan points out that the welfare of a 
community depends largely upon the amount 
of revenue available, and that revenue is a 
function of assessable values and not of tax 
rates. With carefully prepared tables he 
proves that industry has a wholesome effect 
both upon the assessable values of the com- 
munity and upon its agricultural development. 


| Comparing the State of Washington, for in- 
The Government to Senator Brookhart is an | 


stance, with Oregon, he finds that the esti- 
mated true value of Washington’s property is 
over $5,000,000,000, while Oregon, nearly 50 
per cent larger, shows a valuation of less than 
$3,500,000,000. He then shows that manu- 
facturing in Washington adds some $188,000,- 
000 to the value, whereas in Oregon it adds 
but $99,000,000. This comparison by itself, 
he admits, might indicate that Oregon is essen- 
tially an agricultural State, were it not for the 
fact that agricultural value in Washington also 
is about 29 per cent higher than in Oregon. 
Clearly, he reasons, this indicates that adding 
industry to agriculture enhances agricultural 
values. <A similiar study of other States or 
groups of States leads to the same conclusion. 

Decentralize industry, bring it into agri- 
cultural regions, add thereby to the natural 
charm of life in the country, good schools, good 


roads, good light, good electric service, oppor- 


tunity pf employment in small factories at 
pay as good as can be secured in the cpngested 
cities, and the economic condition of the entire 
country will be bettered. This can be accom- 
plished only through extended distribution of 
power—in this day and age, electric power. 

Dr. Morgan makes a sound and logical 
argument, one with which it is not easy to 
take issue. Possibly in industrial decentrali- 
zation will be found the answer to farm relief 
and other economic questions. Sincesthe pres- 
ent tendency lies in this direction, it may be 
that before long his contention will prove its 
own truth. 


LOSSES THROUGH STRIKES, 


The tumber of working days lost in Great 
Britain through trade disputes has been re- 
duced during the first eight months of the 
current year to 787,000, as compared with ap- 


proximately 104,000,000 in the same period of 


1926 and with 5,600,000 days lost in the first 
eight months of 1925. In the full year 1926 
over 162,000,000 days were lost in a total of 
313 disputes, while in 1925, which is more 
comparable than 1926 because of the coal 
strike in the latter year, there were 604 dis- 
putes involving a time loss of 7,966,000 work- 
ing days. 

Days lost in labor disputes can never be re- 
covered. Industries affected may speed up 
when peace has been restored in an attempt to 
regain lost ground, but the. industry never can 
create that which could have been created dur- 
ing the period lost. In the larger sense a strike 
affects both sides adversely, and every one con- 
cerned therein loses. The British record, 
therefore, is helpful as an object lesson, even 


though there is reason to believe that the bet- | 


terment comes largely as a result of both labor 


and industry having realized the. necessity of 


sticking to business in an attempt to recoup 
the losses occasioned during the industrial dis- 
ruptions of 1926. 

In New York State alone, in the year ended 
June 30 last, there occured 99 industrial dis- 
putes involving an estimated time loss of al- 
most 7,530,000 ‘working days, chiefly due to 
.the six months’ strike in the cloak and suit 
industry in which were involved more than 
36,000 persons and which accounted ‘for more 
than’ 6,600,000 days lost. This record con- 
stitutes the greatest economic loss from indus- 
trial troubles since 1920, > 

The Bankers Trust Co., of New York, has 
received advices from its British information 
service to the effect that mre! president of the | 
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ever, that the objects sought could best be at- 
tained by employers and employed in each in- 
dividual industry coming together as an indus- 
try, rather than at round-table conferences be- 
tween representatives of different industries. 
There is much to be said for this view. 
Methods used to prevent industrial disturb- 
ances are of small importance, however, the 
important consideration being their preven- 
tion through any means that might be found 
efficacious. Both sides of every incipient dis- 
pute have an important duty to perform in.this 
regard. 


GREETING CARDS, 


Postmaster General Harry 8S. New, in a 
message addressed to the Greeting Card As- 
sociation convention now in session at Atlan- 
tic City; says that the number of greeting cards 
sent through the mails has increased ‘“‘tre- 
mendously”’ from year to year. “This is the 
very best argument that can be advanced,” he 
adds, ‘‘against those pessimists and agitators 
who maintain that there’ is no spirit of com- 
radeship, friendship or brotherly love left in 
the hearts and minds of the American people.” 

The Postmaster General probably is right— 
as far as he goes. The average American 
today hastens to a stationery store to purchase 
a greeting card upon the slightest provocation. 
A birth occurs, and stereotyped cards announce 
the event to a circle of friends and acquaint- 
ances, each of whom in turn acknowledges 
receipt of the news upon other printed or en- 
graved cards. Christmas means greeting 
cards. Birthdays, Easter—for any and every 
occasion one need only visit the stationery 
store to find an ample stock of cards suitably 
inscribed. 

Years ago this was not possible. Cards 
could be purchased, of sorts, but as a rule they 
were flimsy and tawdry, hardly suitable for 
polite usage. In those days the person who 
wanted to remember an anniversary or event 
wrote out a note and dispatched it through 
the mails. Those were the days in which a 
personal greeting was personal in. every re- 
spect. That was the era in which receipt of a 
message of greeting meant that the sender 
was enough interested in the event to go to 
the bother its commemoration entailed. It is 
easier nowadays to send a message of greet- 
ing,. and perhaps the increase in greeting 
cards sent through the mails does indicate an 
increase in the spirit of comradeship, friend- 
ship and brotherly love. On the other hand, 
the cold, stereotyped card is at best a poor 
substitute for the warm personal note which it 
succeeded, and maybe the old way, which en- 
tailed a little labor, was better after all. 


KENTUCKY POLITICS. 


Many authorities have in recent months be- 
moaned the apathy of the American public to- 
ward matters political. Statistics have been 
cited to prove that elections are now controlled 
and decided by the small minorities who take 
the trouble to go to the polls. The electorate 
has been called upon to shake off its lethargy. 
Critics have insisted that if the public would 
take at least as much interest in questions of 
public concern as it does in sporting events 
all would be well. It would be only a fair 
conclusion to suppose from all these evidences 
that politics no longer approached fever heat 
anywhere in the United States. 

There remains one place, however, where 
the pursuit of office is a serious matter. Ken- 
tucky is not.to be classed with its more blase 
sister States. It is only necessary to glance at 
the Louisville Courier-Journal to be convinced 
of this. The traditions of Marse Henry Wat- 
terson still live. “Skinning a Skunk-Skinner,” 
is. the message which an editorial heading 
gives the Kentucky public. ‘‘When a man liks 
undertakes to expose the 
Campaign methods of a man like candidate 
a thorough job is the result,” says 
‘the body of the philippic. ‘Mr. "s 
Ashland speech published yesterday leaves this 
political mountebank not so much as a fig 
leaf wherewith to hide the nakedness of his 
pretensions.’’” The names are omitted, since it 
is impossible for those on the outside to judge 
accurately the justice of the Courier-Journal’s 
summation. 

It is, of course, possible that the strength 
of language employed is a heritage from the 
days of the Louisville paper’s most famous 
editor. Marse Henry, when he spoke expressed 
‘his convictions without either hesitancy or 
temerity. He was of the school in which the 
editorial pen was often vitriolic. Those who 
follow him have inherited the same gift. Who 
can say that with messages such as these be- 
ing bandied back and forth there is a dul) 
moment in Kentucky politics? The normal) 
presumption would be that pistols and coffee 
will be next in order. 


WHY THEY FIGHT. 


Sometimes wonder is expressed over the ac- 
tion of big corporations in spending hundreds 
of dollars in an effort to save as many cents 
This is particularly true when the court records 
show that public service corporations expend 
huge sums in legal services to fight off the pay- 
ment of claims for damages alleged to have 
been sustained by passengers through neglect 
or carelessness on the part of the companies’ 
employes. 

There are other cases in the courts wherein 
at times it appears that “‘the game is not 
worth the candle” in the case of a suit in- 
stituted by, or against, such a public service 
company. But there are some laws of which 
the public has little knowledge that may be 
violated, even in a charitable way, only at the 
risk of prosecution on the part of the State or 
Federal Government. A recent instance of 
such a condition is that wherein a railroad 
company in New York is reported to have 
spent several hundred dollars in an effort to 
collect a bill of 95 cents. This looked like an 
absolute waste of funds on the part of the 
corporation, and for the sole benefit of the 
lawyers employed on its legal staff. But it 


. develops that two years agoa woman passenger 


entered one of the company’s cars without hav- 
ing taken the precaution to provide herself 
with the necessary funds to pay her fare. -She 
“forgot her pocketbook,” and instead of put- 
ting her off the conductor ‘‘trusted’’ her for 
the cost of the transportation. 

It is a violation of law, subject to a fine of 
$1,000, to carry a passenger without compen- 
sation. Tho road is suing for that 95 cents,

99 YEARS OLD AGAIN LAID 


New Fourth Presbyterian Edi- 
fice Will Rise Above 
Original. Block. 


250 ATTEND CEREMONY 


The corner stone of the Fourth Pres- 
byterian Church, which was laid 99 
years ago, when the congregation was 
founded, was relaid yesterday on the 
site of the new church at Thirteenth 
and Fairmont streets northwest, by 
Grand Master Gratz E. Dunkum, of 
the Grand Lodge of District Masons. 

The new structure adjoints the build- 
ing in which the members of the church 
now worship. Work was begun on it 
last summer and the total cost of the 
building, including the organ and 
furnishings, will be $250,000. 

Col. Colin H. Livingston, . president 
of the congregation and chairman of 
the board of trustees, presided at the 
exercises. Brief addresses and prayers 
were given by the Rev. J. H. Miers, 
pastor of the church; the Rev. J. T. 
Kelly, D. D., pastor emeritus; Harry 
Blake, chairman of the building com- 
mittee, and E. E. Clements. Approxi- 
mately 250 persons attended the dedi- 
cation. 

Plans are now under way for the 
dedication of the church on the 100th 
anniversary of its founding. As a re- 
sult of the efforts of Jacob Gideon, 
David M. Wilson and Anthony Preston 
the congregation was founded on 
November 29, 1829, when a contract 
was awarded for the building of a 
modest frame structure at Ninth and 
G streets narthwest. In 1840 the con- 
gregation had grown so large that 
another edifice was erected on the op- 
posite side of the street, and in 1856 
the congregation moved to a new 
structure at the present site of the 
church.

DON’T know of any part of the body 
] that will respond more quickly or 
more gratefully to a little:care than 
the hands. They have to stand a great 
deal in the ordinary course of the day, 
but we can’t blame them for rebelling 
when they are exposed to sharp winds, 
or plunged into steaming hot water, or 
insufficiently dried.

The same reader asks how to soften 
rough elbows. Rough elbows really have 
no excuse for being. However, once ac- 
quired, they need not be kept. The first 
habit that must be cured is that of 
resting the elbows on the table or the 
arms of a chair.

A STUDY IN METHODS OF HEATING. 


bb EATING by means of stoves 
H and fireplaces is not feasible 
in schools,’ is one of the 
conclusions arrived at by Fishenden 
and Willgress. These scientists were 
doing research work in methods of 
heating and their relative costs, and 
were led to believe that in -heating a 
large room containing 4,000 cubic feet 
of air space stove and fireplace heat 
were cheap and otherwise advantage- 
ous. Further study proved this was 
only true when there were but few 
occupants, and those could gather close 
to the fire. “When the circumstances 
are such as to preclude the occupants 
of a room gathering together in the 
zone of camfort produced by an open 
fire—say, for: instance, in an office or 
school where the desks must be more 
or less evenly distributed over the floor 
area— this method of heating (stoves, 
gas burners, and fireplaces) becomes 
impracticable.” 


S 


Neither do the authors think stove 
and fireplace heating practicable in 
very cold climates. ‘“‘Where long, cold 
winters are experienced, and the out- 
side temperature remains for months 
considerably below freezing point, their 
failure to provide su ‘icient air heat- 
ing causes open fires to become entire- 
ly inappropriate.” 

The great field for fireplaces, gas 
heaters and electric heaters is the 
warming of places that are not con- 
tinuously heated, or where the tem- 
perature needs to be unusually high for 
a short period of time. Examples of 
this kind of demand are: Bathrooms, 
nurseries, dressing rooms and entire 
houses on cool days in the autumn and 
spring. : 


For proper, continuous heating it is 
necessary that the walls and furniture 
of a house should be heated up. This 
requires about three days, and in the 
process much heat is absorbed. Con- 
versely, when the fires are turned off 
some time is required for the complete 
chilling of the walls to the temperature 
of the outside air. 


In these experiments to determine 
the cost of different methods of heating 
made by Fishenden and Willgress it 
was assumed that the average person, 
sitting quietly in a room the tempera- 
ture of which is 65 degree, will be com- 
fortable. Persons reading or doing 
sedentary work in such atrifospheres 
were found to be comfortable in a 
considerable number of: experiments. 
However, variations in clothing had 
much to do with variations in com- 
fort. bs

HICAGO, Oct. 21 (A.P.).—Four 
K games of major importance that

They fig- 
ure that Ohio, now out of the race, 
cay concentrate the fury of its at- 
tack on the Maize and Blue with 
nothing to lose and everything to 
win. 


Illinois, undefeated this season be- 
cause it has not yet played a confer- 
ence game, will attempt the seemingly 
impossible task of upsetting North- 
western in a game that promises to be 
extremely speculative as to the result.

MARKET PRICES STRONG 


By F. W. PATTERSON. 

As of September 30, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission had settled all 
except thirteen of the remaining claims 
of railroads for the guaranty under 
Bection 209 of the transportation act 
for the six-month period following the 


termination of Federal control in 1920. 

There were 667 carriers which ac- 
cepted the guaranty and their claims 
amounted to 656,863,422. The cases 
of 134 were dismissed and 520 have 
now been settled. 

The certificates issued by the com- 
mission for the cases settled amounted 
to $526,887,109, including advance and 
partial payments for the cases not 
settied, making the total certifications 
$529 892,619. 

The balance payable on the unsettled 
cases is estimated at approximately 
$830,000. In its 1921 annual report the 
commission estimated the amount 
necessary to make good the guaranty 
at $636,000,000 and in later reports 
has adhered to that figure. 

The total amount received by the 
commission up to September 30 for its 
recapture fund was $7,140,930, of which 
$5,036 was paid in September. 


Active on Exchange. 


While the volume of turnover in 
yesterday’s session of the Washington 
Stock Exchange was not as great as on 
Thursday trading continued active 
with prices strong. 

Capital Traction led the utility group 
and sold throughout the session at 
110 even with its close of the day he- 
fore. Washington Gas Light, exdivi- 
dend, was strong and sold in a small 
lot at 80%. The most interesting 
transaction of the session was that in 
Washington Railway and Electric pre- 
ferred which touched par on the sale 
of a single share. The rise of these 
shares has been gradual the range for 
1927 having been 901% to start, 90 low, 
with par touched yesterday. The stock 
was marked up at close 99% bid. Po- 
tomac Electric Power 51, preferred 
came out with an overnight gain of 
¥% the opening sale being made at 
105%, while the final transaction was 
recorded at 106. 

The bank stocks came out with Fed- 
eral-American National changing hands 
in three lots at 342, while District Na- 
tional sold unchanged at 255. The mis- 
cellaneous list was represented by San- 
itary Grocery preferred, which gained 
a-% point to 102%, and Chevy Chase 
Dairy preferred, which sold in two lots 
pe 106, a point under last preceding 
sale. 

Bond trading was light with sales 
only in Washington Gas Light 6s, 
series A, which moved at 10414, and 
the series B changed hands at the same 
price. 


Edison Stock Offered.

EMPLOYMENT GAINS 


Labor Department Finds 


Workers in Demand in 


Many Industries. 
(Associated Press.) 
Industrial employment conditions in 
the Nation, as seen by the Labor De- 
partment, were well sustained during 


py| September and gave evidence at the 


end of that month of so continuing. 
The department’s monthly review on 
the subject, made public yesterday, re- 
ported that outside of building opera- 
tions, which showed a seasonal decline, 
there was an increasé in the number 
of persons on payrolls in September as 
compared with August. 

Coal mining, iron and steel opera- 
tions, railroad shop work and shoe man- 
ufactures were among the lines men- 
tioned as contributing to the improve- 
ment. The termination of grain har- 
vesting had riot brought about unem- 
ployment, it was added, the laborers 
concerned having been absorbed to an 
unusual degree in other outdoor em- 
ployment. 

The review also reported a gradual 
recovery in Southern territory from the 
depression produced by last spring's 
Mississippi flood. The only definite 
surplus of labor in the country was 
found in the office labor field.

Business Men Stress Facili-

LOWER COST OF LAND 
IS ANOTHER ARGUMENT 


Eckington and Midcity Prop: 
erty Three Times as Expen- | 
sive, Document Says. | 


._ The Southwest Business Men’s As-| 
eociation yesterday filed with the Com- 
missioners a brief in support of its ef- 
forts to have the Farmers’ Produce 


Market located in the Southwest sec- 
tion of the city, in the vicinity of the 
Municipal Fish Market. 

Stress is laid on the fact that the 
farmers sell 92 per cent of their mer- 
chandise at wholesale, making the mar- 
ket almost exclusively a wholesale one 
Produce is transported thither by rail. 
water and motor truck, the brief says 
It is urged that the location be con- 
tiguous both to rail and water trans- 
portation and that the Souhwest is 
served by six railroads, whereas the pro- 
posed Eckington site is served by only 
one. It is stated also that there is 
convenient access by motor truck and 
that the fish wharves are only six- 
tenths of a mile south of the present) 
farmers’ market. 

Refrigeration is another requirement, 
it is urged, and the Southwest is the 
only site under consideration where 
there now are cold storage facilities 


Property Costs Less. 


Assessed land value, the brief says, 
is twice as high in Eckington and three 
times as high ir the midcity region as 
in the Southwest section, so that the 
mecessary land could be acquired more 
cheaply near the fish market. Less con- 
gested traffic conditions also are named 
as an advantage for the Southwest site. 
In conclusion, the brief says: 

“By the force of inexorable economic 
laws the section between the railroad 
tracks of Maryland avenue and the 
Washington Channel in Southwest 
Washington is the only location in this 
city where it is humanly possible to 
develop complete coordination of all the 
market functions in accordance with 
the principles formulated by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission. 

“To divide the wholesale market dis- 
trict would be a far-reaching economic 
blunder, and the only sound solution of 
this problem is to be found in the es- 
tablishment of the wholesale farmers’ 
market at the site adjacent to the 
Municipal Fish Market,.with eventual 
coordination. of all wholesale market 
operations in the water front area.” 


Traffic Relief Seen. 


The brief gave attention to the 
traffic problem in downtown Wash- 
ington and the effect which would be 
exerted upon it by the location of the 
farmers’ market in the Southwest. 

“The removal of the wholesale mar- 
ket district to Southwest Washington,” 
the brief pointed out, “would take the 
intensive traffic generated by the mar- 
ket operation out of the congested dis- 
trict and it would enable vehicles going 
to and coming from the market district 
to bypass the congested traffic of the 
city.” 

Complex and never-ending traffic 
problems will develop wherever the 
market district may be located, it was 
gaid, but because of the minimum of 
through traffic currents the Southwest 
gection presents fewer traffic difficul- 
ties than any section proposed for the 
replacement of the market district. 

Considering the “buyer factor,” the 
brief contends “The bulk of foodstuffs 
distributed in Washington is_ sold 
directly to the consumers through re- 
tail stores. The buyers for these stores 
from all sections of the city go to the 
wholesale district in the early hours 
of the morning—from 2 to 5 o’clock. 
They cover the commission houses for 
produce grown outside of the trucking 
radius, both in and out of season, and 
they cover the farmers’ line for produce 
from nearby farms in season. 

“The separation of the farmers’ 
market carrying only produce in season, 
from the commission houses carrying a 
complete assortment of produce the 
year around, would mean that many 
buyers of market stores and purchasers 
of produce in volume would not pat- 
fonize the farmers’ market, because 
they would not have time to visit dif- 
ferent sections of the city daily to 
purchase their market supplies. 


Held Too Widely Scattered. 


“These same buyers also cover the 
packers and wholesale meat houses for 
meat products; they cover the whole- 
sale poultry houses for live and dress-~ 
ed poultry; they cover the wholesale 
dealers in dairy products for butter 
and eggs; and they cover the municipal 
fish market for seafood. It is of ut- 
most importance to the trade that the 
buying operation be conducted with a 
minimum expenditure of time. In 
general the same retail dealers who 
trade in produce also trade in seafood 
and they must go regularly to the 
municipal fish market for supplies. It 
would work a hardship upon such deal- 
ers with inconvenience and expense to 
the consuming public if they should be 
required to go to the water front for 
their seafood and then go to a distant 
section of the city to buy produce. 
Such a scattered wholesale market must 
necessarily tend to increase the cost 
of doing business to the dealer and the 
cost of living to the consumer.” 

In this connection the report said, 
“It is significant that no wholesalers 
or retailers trading in market supplies, 
and no consumers appeared at the 
hearing before the board of commis- 
sioners to sanction the location of the 
wholesale market district in any sec- 
tion of the city other than southwest 
Washington.

| Poli’s Theater was filled to capacity 
| yesterday and many were standing 
| when the curtain rose on “The Beggar’s 


| Opera,” now celebrating its 200th annt- 

| versary in a nationwide tour of the 
United States by the famous English 
company which has sung the century- 
old favorite for the last four years in 
pest Lyric Theater, Hammersmith, Lon- 
on. 

The local presentation was a most 
auspicious opening of the opera season 
here. Mrs. Coolidge, with a party of 
friends, occupied the presidential box, 
an interesting circumstance, because 
“The Beggar's Opera” was the first 
musical play ever held in this country 
and George Washington, years before 
he became President, regarded this 
opera as his favorite and was present 
at»many performances. It is said that 
many signers of the Declaration of In- 
dependénce heard the opera in Phila- 
delphia in the historic year.1776. The 
frailty of the “Mrs. Peachum” of that 
day is said to have been one of the un- 
derlying causes of the duel between 
Aaron Burr and Alexandér. Hamilton. 

In 1727, when the opera Was written? 
it gained instant popularity -by its 
satire on English politics and criminal 
laws of that day. The musical féa-« 
tures of the opera were slight, com- 
pared to present day opera, and the 
play, rather than the singing, was the 
thing. 


Speaking Dominates Music. 


Therefore, yesterday’s audience heard 
much more spoken conversation than is 
usual in modern opera. However, to 
most of the audience this seemed to 
add rather than to detract from the 
general pleasure. The applause was 
spontaneous and frequent throughout 
the performance, and a veritable ova- 
tion was accorded the company at the 
close of the second act. 

The acting was unusually fine and of 
@ higher caliber generally than the sing- 
ing, although the vocalization.of George 
Baker as Mac Heath was of special 
quality. First honors went in addition 
to Lena Maitland, as Mrs. Peachum; 
Slyvia Nelis, as Polly Peachum, and Celia 
Turrill as Lucy Lockett. Nor should be 
forgotten the excellent portrayal of 
Peachum by Charles MaGrath. George 
Gregson as the Drawer and the Beggar 
was convincing in his dual role, and 
Julia Meo was an appealing Dolly 
Trapes. 

“The Beggar’s Opera” is distinctive in 
that it has no chorus, as such. All the 
characters in the opera sing minor roles 
of one kind or another, which adds 
greatly to the effectiveness of the com- 
position. When ensemble work was re« 
quired it was of a high order, therefore, 
and each singer portrayed unusual fa- 
miliarity with the niceties of the score, 


“Drinking Song’ Effective. 


Some of the best ensemble work oc- 
curred in the second act when a group 
of highwaymen sang a “Drinking Song” 
with fervor and sureness somewhat out 
of place in these Volstead days, but 
evidently a familiar pastime in 1727, 
Eight women members of the cast, in 
an octet number with George Baker as 
MacHeath in the same act, was another 
vocal high point of the opera and 
Baker and Miss Nelis won an encore 
in several love duets. 

Another novelty of the production 
was to be found in the musical ace 
companiment under the musical Se- 
bastian Unglada, which was furnished 
by eight instruments only. ‘These in- 
cluded harpsichord, a string quartet, 
oboe and flute, which gave a Handel-
